It  will  he  seen  from  the  Statistical  section  that  the  population  of  the 
Lehen  Rural  District  is  still  increasing  steadily  and  this  upward  trend  is 
shewing  every  sign  that  it  will  he  maintained  over  the  foreseeable  future. 

At  present,  when  planning  is  still  in  a somewhat  nascent  stage  it  is 
difficult  to  envisage  the  results  over  the  coming  years.  It  is  quite  possible 
that  along  with  the  population  increase  7je  may  see  boundary  alterations  which 
might  well  have  considera,ble  effects  on  the  shape  and  size  of  the  Rural  District. 

Live  Births.  In  I964  the  number  of  Live  Births  was  598  compared  with  5^9  'tlie 
previous  year.  This  shows  a rather  higher  Live  Birth  Rate  than  in  I963  but 
a rate  which  is  slightly  lower  than  that  for  England  and  \\ales. 

Still  Births  numbered  4 compared  to  the  9 which  were  reported  in  1963« 

Infantile  Deaths  totalled  5 1964'  This  figure  is  much  more  satisfactory 

than  the  I963  figure  which  v;as  15® 

Deaths  at  all  ages  and  from  all  causes  totalled  38O  which  is  fewer  by  67 
than  in  the  previous  year  (44? )«  The  decrease  was  mainly  confined  to  the 
male  deaths  which  were  57  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year.  This  fall  in  male 
deaths  is  difficult  to  explain  and  is  probably  without  significance, 

/inalysis  of  the  causes  of  death  shows  that  the  pattern  of  previous  years 
again  recurs  but  certain  trends  emerge.  There  was  a drop  in  the  number  of  deaths 
due  to  heart  and  circulatory  diseases  as  a group  but  coronary  disease  and  angina 
did  not  show  any  change.  The  biggest  fall  was  in  heart  disease. 

The  malignant  diseases  showed  a slight  over  all  decrease  in  spite  of  a 
considerable  rise  in  deaths  duo  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus,  which  more 
than  doubled  o''/er  the  year.  This  increase  was  mainly  confined  to  males, 
i.alignancy  of  the  breast  and  uterus  remained  at  the  same  level  as  the  previous 
year. 


■'ith  the  exception  of  one  due  to  syphilitic  disease  there  were  no  deaths 
due  to  notifiable  or  infectious  disease,  nor  v;ere  there  any  deaths  due  to  or 
associated  with  childbearing. 

Accidental  deaths  7/ere  more  numerous  at  I9  as  compared  /Tith  13  in  the 
previous  year.  The  increase  did  not  extend  to  motor  vehicle  accidents. 
Suicides  rose  by  two  during  the  year  to  6, 

The  crude  de-  th  rate  of  10. 64  7/hen  adjusted  for  comparison  gives,  a rate 
of  9*04  deaths  per  1000  population.  This  figure  compares  7/0II  with  11.3  for 
England  and  .ales. 
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Ilotifia'ble  Disease^  During  19^4  there  were  IO9  notifications  received  and  of 
this  number  96  related  to  pre-school  and  school  children.  These  were  mainly- 
accounted  for  by  Measles,  This  complaint  w'as  fairly  evenly  spread  over  the 
district  and  occurred  mainly  in  the  first  half  of  'blie  year.  There  were  11 
notifications  of  Scarlet  Fever  also  principally  in  the  first  half  of  the  year. 

As  I have  mentioned  in  previous  reports  iroi-nunisation  against  Measles  has 
been  the  subject  of  considerable  research  in  recent  times  and  the  prospects 
seem  good  for  its  general  introd'action  fairly  soon.  Such  a prophylactic 
measure  would  be  most  ■',7elcome  as  i$-)asles  is  the  greatest  r/aster  of  school  time. 

Scarlet  Fever  in  recent  years  has  become  something  of  an  enigma.  It  is 
most  rare  to  find  it  in  its  classica.1  form  a/nd  from  the  point  of  view  of  the 
patient  it  is  usually  a mild  infection.  The  complications,  which  used  to  be 
a feature  of  this  disease,  are  now  much  less  frequent.  The  causes  of  the 
change  may  be  partly  due  to  the  increased  use  of  antibiotics,  but  there  may 
also  be  some  change  in  the  infecting  organism. 

There  were  no  notifications  received  in  respect  of  Poliomyelitis,  Diphtheria 
or  Food  Poisoning  during  I9640  With  regard  to  Tuberculosis  16  cases  v/ere  added 
to  the  register  and  I5  were  rem.oved  from  it  for  various  reasons. 

During  the  year,  under  the  County  Council  arrangement  the  follo\;ing

A danger  to  health,  which  has  become  general  since  holidays  abroad  have 
become  pop'alar,  lies  in  the  possibility  of  falling  a victim  to  one  or  other 
of  the  serious  infections  which  are  more  prevalent  in  some  countries  than  at 
home.  Illness  when  abroad  can  destroy  a family's  holiday  and  prove  a financial 
b'arden  as  few  countries  have  a Dational  Health  Service  with  facilitias 
comparable  to  or  reciprocal  with  ours.  Advice  to  potential  travellers  is 
firstly  to  insure  age,inst  medical  expenses  and  also  to  discass  with  the  family 
doctor  the  question  of  immunisation.  These  arc  both,  in  my  vic-^7,  essential. 

-i  further  question  which  arises  out  of  holidays  is  the  by  -no  means  negligible 
amount  of  infection  which  can  be  co'ntractcd  a.broad  and  imported  into  this 
country.  This  necsssitates  that  o-ar  preventive  measures  are  kept  in  fighting 
trim. 


In  the  importation  of  disease  from  abroad  by  immigrants  lies  another 
danger  to  health  which  ha.s  long  been  realised  and  is  now  being  made  the  subject 
of  additional  supervision  which  will  contribute  towards  safeguarding  the  public. 
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Public  Health  has  up  to  recently  "been  mucl:  concerned  v/ith  the  control 
and  prevention  of  acute  disease  and  it  is  only  nov/,  in  fact,  that  interest 
has  been  turned  to  the  more  chronic  ailmentsc  Ailraents  of  this  type  probably 
cause  more  loss  of  ".'orking  time  and  cause  more  suffering  than  the  acute 
diseases,  and  in  many  cases  due  mainly  to  lack  of  fundimental  medical  knowledge 
about  the  causation  of  these  diseases,  treatment  consists  of  palliatives.  The 
types  of  disease  to  which  I refer  are  the  rheumatic  diseases,  rheumatoid 
arthritis  and  osteoarthritis,  '.'/hile  much  work  has  been  and  is  being  done  on 
these  maladies  I feel  that  a wider  approach  on  the  epidemiological  side  might 
well  be  helpful. 

Housing,  During  I964  a total  of  16  new  dwellings  were  completed  by  the 
Council  and  193  by  private  builders.  This  brings  the  total  of  post  war 
council  houses  to  1,061  and  the  total  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  district 
to  10,226. 

In  general  the  slum  problem  has  been  eliminated  although  there  still  remain 
a few  substandard  dwellings,  mainly  single  or  small  groups  of  houses. 

There  is  no  evidence  of  serious  overcro?/ding  although  this  is  still  found 
occasionally  in  isolated  instances. 

The  modernisation  of  the  older  council  houses  is  continuing  and  is 
bringing  much  needed  amenities  to  improve  the  living  standards  of  the  tenants. 

In  modern  times  few  housewives  regard  a shared  pump  in  the  garden  as  being  a 
satisfactory  Vi/ater  supply,  or  for  that  matter  is  an  outside  toilet  an  acceptable 
form  of  sanitation. 

Sewage  Disposal,  As  I have  written  at  some  length  in  previous,  reports,  often 
with  some  feeling,  on  this  subject,  I am  now  in  the  happy  position  of  merely 
having  to  report  the  various  schemes  v/hich  the  Council  has  undertaken  are 
making  satisfactory  progress. 

In  due  course,  when  the  Ilain  ICesgrave  Scheme  comes  into  operation  the 
question  will  arise  as  to  whether  the  lessened  call  upon  the  cesspool  emptying 
ser'/ice  will  permit  a more  frequent  service  to  some  of  the  other  parishes  not 
so  favourably  placed, 

uater.  In  I964  "tiiG  public  water  supply  has  continued  to  maintain  a very 
satisfactory  standard  of  purity  and  the  quantity  has  been  adequate  for  the 
needs  in  spite  of  an  increase  in  consumption  over  previous  years.  This 
increase  is  accounted  for  in  part  by  the  increased  general  use  of  water  for 
both  domestic  and  non-domestic  purposes  but  is  eJso  partly  due  to  new 
connections  made  during  the  year. 

Sampling  of  the  m-'ins  water  7/as  done  throughout  the  year  and  the  results 
indicate  that  a wholesc'^c  water  is  being  distributed. 

The  sampling  'f  private  supplies  v/as  als'^  carried  out  and  7/here  necessary 
rec' m: 'endaticns  were  inade  f-r  improvements.  These  included  a number  which  were 
examined  for  the  presence  of  nitrite,  carried  cut  when  a birth  v/as  notified.  The 
' b.joct  ' f this  is  to  prevent  the  danger  ^f  Cyanosis  caused  by  nitrite  in  the 
feeding  water  • f young  babies.  ’There  necessary  an  alternative  supply  v/as 
arranged. 
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East  Anglia  as  a whole  has  enormous  reserves  of  water  yet  we  frequently 
hear  of  local  shortage.  The  ’Jater  Boards,  who  will  shortly  take  over 
responsibility  for  this  coianodity  might  well  examine  the  p^^ssihility  of 
erecting  impending  reservoirs  on  certain  selected  water  courses  through  which 
enormous  quantities  of  water  at  present  run  to  wastes  If  suitably  treated 
this  would  be  a valueable  addition. 

The  total  consumption  of  water  from  public  sources  during  the  year  was 
335j727)060  gallons.  This  in  terms  of  consumption  was  25»7  gallons  per  head 
of  the  population  per  day.  It  must,  however,  be  remembered  that  an  unknown 
quantity  of  water  from  private  wells,  pumps  and  bores  is  also  abstracted. 

The  Aged.  Although  a considerable  amount  of  thought  is  given  to  the  housing 
of  the  aged,  there  is  another  aspect  to  the  problem  of  the  care  of  the  elder 
generation.  This  is  the  question  of  adequate  warmth. 

It  is  true  to  say  that  each  year  we  can  expect  at  least  3 months  of 
cold  weather,  and  very  often  more.  An  older  person  does  not  have  the  sarae 
ability  to  regulate  the  body  heat  as  a younger  person  and  indeed  may  not  even 
feel  the  cold  so  keenly.  Their  body  temperatures  may,  under  adverse  conditions, 
fall  dangerously  low  and  produce  the  condition  of  Hypothermia,  which  has  more 
recently  been  recognised  as  the  cause  of  death  in  many  old  people.  Prevention 
lies  in  ensuring  adequate  warmth,  and  adequate  meals  are  an  important  factor, 
as  are  space  heating  and  clothing.  These  are  things  which  the  old,  and  not 
30  able,  tend  to  neglect  to  some  extent  and  much  help  can  be  given  in  such 
cases  by  neighbours,  visitors  and  the  r/elfare  services.
